them to become dormant, 
and 
to revive 
and multiply 
with 
amazing 
rapidity 
when 
released 
from their enforced imprisonment. 
With the size of the lake and the 
volume of the river the chances of 
harm of course decrease, but as our 
country becomes more thickly set­ 
tled, our cities larger, the problems 
involved in pure water and in sup­ 
plies are becoming more and more 
urgent and difficult. 
So far as the 
use of ice is concerned, there is a 
happy 
way 
out 
of the difficulty. 
To 
manufacture artificial ice 
re­ 
quires absolutely pure water. 
To 
this end the water is distilled and 
and filtered until it is freed from 
all impurities and all disease germs 
are entirely 
destroyed. 
Artificial 
ice should, and in many cases does, 
command a premium over the natu­ 
ral product, but this should not, 
and except in very rare instances 
does not, preclude its use in house­ 
holds that desire to protect them­ 
selves from the incursions of the ti­ 
ny foes that lurk in impure water.— 
Globe-Democrat.
